And yet for more than 11 vears the
Covleys and their associstes have been
busily engaged in committing oll sorts and
conditions of erime, They have burglarized
almost every store and shop in the villages
of Fairchance, Haydontown sud Smithfield;
they bave robbed old men of the fruits of
years of toil, they have tfortured snd
maimed women, they have sbduoted ehil-
drez mod slaughtered cattle,

Enjoy a Sort of Popularity.
They bave committed sll these overt acts

and yel number their friends by hundreds

snd enfoy a kind of ghastly popularity in

Fronk Cooley, the Recogmizsed Leader,

the community, The best proof of their
social standing can be gleaned from the more
or less varied experience of the Sheriff in his
efiort to disrupt mnd ecspture the gang.
Time and time sgain has Sheriff MoCormick
rode to Fairchauce village snd wasted his
eloguence and energy in a wain sitemppt to
organize s posse of reputable citizens. He
bas always bad his trouble for his paine
Directly they learned that they were ex-
ected to mid in bringing the Coolers to
]mtit‘e these pesce loving people of Fair
chance declined point blank to do the
Bberifi”s bidding, and, figuratively spesking,
washed their hands of the whole businesss.

In point of fact, 700 of the 1,000 people of
Fairchunee are in sympathy with the Eang,
and make no bones in saving so. The re-
maining 800 cordially hate the pang, and
would rejoics over itse downfall, but the
majority of them are restrained from mani-
festing their troe feelings, either by word
or deed, by fear of the consequences. Ats
liberal estimste, there are 20 men in Fair-
chanoe to-day brave enough to joln in am
erganized attack of the Coocleys, but when
this is snid all is said. Every time that
Bheriff McCormiek has attempted to “ronnd
up”’ the outlaw herd his posse has consisted
for the most part of men from Uniontown.

There's a Prize for the Brave,

And the oddest fenture of this most de-
plorable situacion is that the man, or men,
who eapture Frank Cooley, the acknowl-
edged leader of the pang, will pocket a re-
werd of §1,000 and earn the admiration and
respect of every respoctable man in the seo-
tion. One thousand dollars 1n crisp new
bank notes would mean a tortune to0 man
& wsn in Fsirchanes, who has it in h
power to pocket it by betraying the gang.

Just what will be the ultimate onteome

of the present muddle it is diffionlt to say.
Metormick, the Sherifl, bas certainly done
!l in his power to bresk up the gang, but

thus far his eflorts bave proved worse than
usriess.  After everr attempt 1o capture
them the outlaws grow bolder. The Sheriff

“Bont” Frey, aod a straoger from the
West familiuriy known as ‘“That man from
Moutans. "

These nine men sre gll young, none of
them being over 30, and from s physical
point of view are splendid specimens of
maubood. Living as they do in the mount-
ains they are weather proof and are le
of enduring almost any kind of physieal
strain. They are for the most part tem-
perate in their babitsand drink compara-

ively little liguor. Each one of the nine
numbers among his earthly possessions a
Marlin repeatiog rifle of the latest and
most spproved pattern, six Smith &
Wesson revolvers, a long kesn edged dirk
koite and & beavy cartridge belt of the
finest make,

As a rule they travel in pairs, but if the
‘‘job™ i=m big one theyr work ms a unit
They bhave adozen rendervous in the ra-
vines of the picturesque Chestnut Ridge, a
spur of the Alleghenies. Their field of
opertions is a large one. Tt includes the
vil of Fairchance, Haydontown and
Bmithfield, the fertile valleys in the neigh-
borhood of these villages and the hamlets
located sbout the head waters of George's
ereek, York’s run and Redstone creek.

The Woman in the Canse,

Frank Cooley is the scknowledged lesder
and his right haod maa is Jack Ramsey,
But most of the head work is donebya
young and pretty woman named Lyda Pas-
torius. Biie is the mistress of Frank Cooley
snd is exceedingly popular with the out-
laws.

The Cooley homestead is an age-stained
house of stone still standing in the sonth-
ern corner of Fayette county, Thirty-six
years ago this very month Lute Cooley
made & dark-eved maid of 17 his wife and
brought her to this old stone house to live.
The house, the fields around it and the
elump of woodland in the rear had bellf:l?d
to the Cooley family for more than a
century. At the time of his marriage Lute
Cooh,r was & fresh-faced, strong-armed fel-
low of 24. His prospects were roseate, To
be sure " but three acres of his land were
capable of yielding orops, but as he wass
shoemaker by trade and owned the cnly
cobbler'sshop in George's township, the
lack of tillable land did not worry him. He
owned the house and the garden and as his
bride was both pretty and ewergetio he
tackled the momentous problem of living
with all the light-hearteduess and energy
of vouth
Their Brood of Petty Bullies

For a year or more sll went well, Lute
put in his days in msking sud mendingithe
shoes of his neighbors and his leisure hours
with his young wife, But then children
began to arrive, and with their ndvent came
the first genuine trouble of the young cob-
bler's life. It was not that his children
were weak or ill-formed, for it is s matter
of record that everrome of the Cooley chil-
dren were strong and lusty from their ve
birth., His daughters, and they nombe
five in all, were well behaved and gave
their parents no trouble, but it was differ-
ent with the 11 soms. Strange to relate
all these youngsters developed at a compar-
atively early age a pen t for m
trouble, No matter how hard he tried Lute
conldn’t make his boys behave. All his
waking hours be devoted to the thankless
task of keeping the boys in order, but as
each baby grew to boyhood and proved in-
corrigible Lute became disheartened. Fiz
nally he gave it up as & bad job, and, save
for an occasional protest, sllowed the lads
to do pretty much ss tney pleased He
tried to drown his sorrow in gnn end so
it came to that when his oldest had
celebrated his 18th birthdsy Lute Cooley
was a prematurely old and very badly
broken man. He lost beart in his work,
the natural beauties of his areadisn home
no longer charmed him, and, sad to relate,
his ouly happy hours were spent when his
bhesd was muddled by the product of the
county distilleries

For the first two weeks after Frank’'s
banishment from home he led the life of &
wanderer, sleeping in barns and picking
up his food trom the farmers in the neigh-
borhood.

1in the more or less difficult task of robbing
& henhouse.

Diek was two years the junior of Frank,
but the latter was duly impressed with
Dick’s inherent cussedness and offered him
a place with the gang, which was then in

rocess of formstion. Dick accepted the
nvitation with alariety and manifested so
keen a relish for the work that Frank was
delighted.

Just about this time Jack, snother of
Lute Cooley's sons, joined the ?‘ng. Jeck
was & mere boy at the time, but be proved a.
welcome addition to the band. He was
ready to turn bis hand toa-ydlob. from pil-
fering s hen roost to ont and out robbery.
All through the sumwmer of 81 the three
Cooleys and Jack in the
mountains.

A few weeks later a
woman nsmed Mintie MeCullough and a
man named John Rhodes entered criminal
action against Jack and Willism Cooley,

Later on in December, 1885, Dick Cooley
was indicted for entering a building tor the
purpose of committing s felony and re-
ceiving stolen goods The agents of the
law put in two solid weeks im a vain
attempt to capture Dick on this charge.

Deeided to Try Bargiary,

It was doriog the fall and® winter of 1889
that Fraok Cooley resolved to extend the
field of operations and increase the business
of the gang. He had tired of robbing hen-
roosts and “holding t:g" small boys, and
decided that nothing short of out and ont
burglary would satisfy his thirst for ex-
eitement and replenish the treasury of the
band. After taking a mental inventory of
the neighborhood, gﬂﬂk made up his mind
that & nooturnal visit to the home
of Miss Mollie Ross would prove
both profitable and exciting. This Mies

was a maiden lady of sixty or there-
abouts, Bhe was liviog alone in an out of
the way neighborhood some three or four
miles from Fairchance village. The lady
had somehow or other gain:fl the reputa-
tion of being exceedingly close in money
matters Frank Cooley had been told that
there were several thousands of dollars
stored away in the Ross homestead. On &
certain Saturday nlight. in February Cooley
and his fellow-outlaws loaded their 'F;nl
and started for the Ross farm. ey
arrived at the farmhouse shortly before
midnight. The front door was barred, but
the gang eflected an entrance by smashing
in 8 window. Miss Ross had been a life-
long vietim of rheumatism, and on the
night in question she was in bed unable to
move band or foot, Cooley and his men
burst into the room. Frank made his way
to the side of the bad and in a gruft voice
ordered Mims Ross to hand overall ber
money. ]

Tortaring & Fseble 0'd Woman,

The lady refused. Then Coolei and Jack
Ramsey drew their revolvers and politely
informed Miss Mollie that it was & ques
tion of either surrendering her possessions
or her life. Miss Ross pever weskened
She told the ontlaws that she would never
give up her money, Ftndiui that threats
were useless Frank ordered his companions
to seat the victim in s chair and bind her.
The brutal command was quickly obeved.
“‘Bare her feet and hand me a candle,”
growled the ruffian as he removed his coat
and rolled up his shirt sleeves, Jack Eam-
sey handed a tallow candle to Frank. The
latter siruck a maich aod ignited the wick.
Then l'e put the flickering flame to the soles
of the woman's naked feet. There was the
smell of burning flesh. For foll two
minutes he held the flames close to the
flesh, The woman must have suffered un-
told agony, but aside from a half-sup-

ressed groan she gave no si

But Mollie Ross was adamantine, Four
times did the blisterinj breath of the lighted
csudle burn her flesh, but never once did
she falter. At lnst Frenk swors, a tre-
mendous oath, and struck Mollie full in the
face with his clenched fist. Then he turned
to his companionsand ordered them to search
the house from cellar to roof, while he
stood guard over the helpless woman. A
half hour later the fruits of that seach were

iled u the bed. There was more than
in benk notes and & beap of small sil-
ver pieces.  Cooley put this money into his
pocket and after warning Miss Ross to hold
ber tongue led his men to their mountain
retreat.
Convicted, but Broks Jail,

Naturally shen the detalls of this hor-
rible outrage leaked out there was a tre-
mendous sensalion. A warrant was sworn
out for Frank Cooley, and a few days later
bhe was captured aud brought to Uniontown.
He wastried atthe March term of the
court on the double eharge of robbery and
bodily torture, He made & weakt defense
and was convieted of the charge and re-
manded to jail to await sentence, Hls mo-
tion for a new trizl was promptly denied
and a day was set for his sentence.” But he
broke jail aod escaped before sentence had
been pronounced. He has been at large
ever since. "

Bhe has it in her
power to work these men at any time, If
she cared to betray them she conld lead
them to an ambush withont the slightest
difficulty.

IN NO MAN’S LAND.

A Conntry That Is Losiag Its Lawless Char-
acteristics—Ths Fertllity of Its Sofl At-
tracting a Butter Class of Settlers—A
Haibor for Brigands.

“No Man’s Land may be opened to immi-
gration within & short time,"” remarked A,
L. Hanos, of Dennison, Tex., while at the
Duquesne Hotel yesterday. Mr. Hanna is
a prominent financial man.at his Texas
home, and is the Secretary of the Texas Im-
migration Committee.

“This strip of territory,” he continued,
“which for years past has borne the most
unsavory reputation of any part of the
United States, is tillable soil and would be
of considerable valoe and will undoubtedly
gerve i & great inducement to immigrants
The history of No Man's Land abounds
with tragical occurrences. It first became
notorious asthe headquarters forthe in-
famous band of guerrillas under the cap-
tainey of Colonel Quantrel. On account of
the vh-rut distance the territory was from
acivilized ecommunity, its distance from a
military fort and the neglect of all authori-
tles to the territory, it duoally a
safe harbor for cattle tﬁ:vu, oatlaws and
other disreputables, who dually filled it
up, and the guerrilla chief heard of it and
harbored his cut-throats there. That was
during the war, and as Quantrel’s presence
was 80 contaminating and baneful the strip
was shunned by everyone who made any pre-
tense o decency or lawfulness. .After the
war the Fort Dodge bandits made their re-
treat 1n No Man’s d aod spread conster-
nation amunrf caitle owners and ranchmen of
the neighboring States. No one’s life, who
bad not one or more awful crimes to his
record, was of any qonsequence. Murder
was not even cloaked, 'and the most astound-
ing crimes were committed without the
slightest remark being made about them.

“In later years the Jesse James gang of
bavdits retrested to No Man’s Land, and

n were graveyards filled with people

whone only crimes was the possession of a
litile mo::{. But now saffaira are different,
the approach of habitation to its
borders has thrown a better stmosphere
about the territory, and the men there are
less lawless than formerly. "

Worse Than a Lock-Oar.

Tne statement of Mr. J. BSterling, of
Wickliffe, Ky., will be of especial interest

Volga at Astrakban. The fright here re
garding it s terrible, and should it make
its way northward, as it in all probability
will, the horrors of the last winter will be
surpassed by those of the coming fall.

Not Strang Enough to Fight Cholera,

These millions, who have been halfl
starved for mouths, are not in = condition
to fight with disease, and the cholers can
bring but one result—the death of milliona
The authonties are doing all they can to
prevent such a terrible disaster, but the
trade of Volga is so great and its travel so
immense that it is hard to see bow they ean
suceeed.
